SAIGON (UPI) — Joseph L. 
Granger of Sumter, S.C., the 
first U.S. civilian official ever 
to fall into Communist hands in 
Viet Nam, was taken prisoner 
by Red guerrillas yesterday, it 
was reported today. 
The 39-year-old aid adminis­ 
trator and two persons with 
whom he was traveling in a 
Jeep, a Filipino aide and a 
Vietnamese 
farm 
manager, 
were ambushed and captured in 
the central highlands. 
Villagers said the Communists 
led the three men away at gun­ 
point. 
Eleven U.S. servicemen and 
three members of a private 
medical mission have been re­ 
ported captured by the Commu­ 
nists in the past, and so far as 
is known all 14 are still pris­ 
oners of the Reds. 
The Reds have not previously 
interfered with the work of aid 
officials like Granger. 
There 
was speculation here that his 
capture may signal the start of 
a 
Communist 
drive 
against 
Americans who are trying to 
improve the lot of the South 
Vietnamese people. 
Granger, whose parents live 
in Hartford, Conn., is married 


and has four children. 
Mrs. 
Granger is living in Tuy Hoa, 
South Viet Nam. 
The Communists’ other Amer­ 
ican prisoners include a wo­ 
man, Dr. Ardel Vietty of Dal­ 
las. who was a member of the 
medical mission which operat 
ed a clinic for lepers in cen­ 
tral Viet Nam. The Reds are 
believed to have seized her be­ 
cause they needed the services 
of a doctor. 
So far as is known, Dr. Viet 
ty has not been harmed.
